CONTROL OFCURRANT WORMS 

Usual Trouble Is That Insecto Are Not 
DIseovered Until They Are Hear- 
ty rp» imm. 

The usual difficulty In controlling 
currant worms is that they are not 
dlorovered until they Imvf been work- 
ing for aome time ami have attainnd 
nearly full Siie, when they are hard 
to kill. The method of control rec- 
ommended by tho Now York State 
School of Agriculture, at Alfred, N. Y., 
is to spray the buHhea thoroughly 
with arsi'iiatii of lead an<i water diir- 
InK the tlrst warm days in May. br- 
ing larefiii to see that all the lower 
branrties are covered with the poison, 
as tlii!< 1h wlu re the young worms he- 
Kin to work Iti'peat the spray in 
about two weeks and again in one 
week if necessary. If spraying has 
been neglected and tho worms appear 
about picking time, dust the leaves 
thoroughly with fresh white hellebore. 
This will lose its strength after a few 
hours' exposure tg the tttr and will 
not poison those who eat the fruit.

Dunn, of Chicago, editor 
of a cailroad magazine and who acted 
In an advisory capactty to Hm railroad 
presMenta in the negotiations which 
preceded fhe passage of the Adamson 
law suggesteil III a speech that th< 
eight hour law may prove a boom- 
erang to the brottierhooda. He as 
serted that the law fixes an eight hour 
[wy day and not an eight hour work 
day. 

Mr. Dunn's remarks were ad 
draesed to d el eg a te s to ttie convention 

of the railroad signal association. 

"This law," siiid Mr. Dunn, docs 
not limit the number of ii<nii.s that 
railway emptoyea may work in a day. 
It merely HmHa the number of hours 
that the nilroad may re'iuire them to 
work before it pjiys them a day's 
wage. In other words it fixes an 
eight hour pay day and not an eight 
hour work day. 

"It i.s certain that under this law 
if it should be upheld, the railways 
would have to pay a day's wage for 
eight hours' work but it is not equally 
obvious that the law prohibits them 
from paying any employe in the (rain 
service u day's wage before he tias 
done at least eight boiirs WOTk. It 
saya eight hours, no more no less, 
shall be the standard. It wouM ap- 
pear therefore that under this provis- 
ion, if the railways should pay any 
employe a day's wage for less than 
eight hours work they wouM viofade 
the law and subject themselves to its 
prosecutions and |)en;ilties. " 

Many trainmen in passenger ser- 
vice, it is said, receive- full pay for 
less than eight hours work.
